The president's messages to congress and his other public utter- 


ances hearing upon the war made it difficult for his political inulucers

battle of fcian Juan Hill in Cuba.

Roosevelt's well known 


propensity for brag and bluster and for what is commonly known as

('aba when he signed a "round robin" to the commanding authorities 
protesting against alleged conditions which may or may not have existed. 


This public disturber is the man the republicans felt should be given 


j leading part in directing our military operations to the exclusion of 
men who have been under scientific training in military tactics all their 
Ines. 
President Wilson wisely declined to give Roosevelt a commission 


and loud and bitter have been the howls of the latters political adherents 
uo a result. 
As a means of extending his influence, Roosevelt himself 


gave up his hunting expeditions to the wilds of foreign countries, and 
assumed the editorial leadership of the Kansas City Star. In that role 
he has bitterly assailed the administration for alleged inefficiency. 
By 


Innuendo he attacked the president; but his onslaughts on the heads o 
the war and navy departments were fnll of vindictiveness and in mos 
cases ivithont any justification whatever. 


, 
Roosevelt's utterances were taken up by other shouting republican 


editors throughout the country and reiterated ad nauseam as it origins 
v.ith themselves. 
Thus was the ra.nk and file of the party, the people 


vho in the past had looked to the republican press for guidance ai 
leadership, been completely deceived by the new coalition camouflage. 


Baker was a misfit, Daniels a nonentity and the war and navy depart 


ments were going to the dogs according to these critics. 
Their grea 


panacea for this "official breakdown" in the management of our ira: 
operations was a coalition eafainet, that is a cabinet made up of men 
of both political parties, so that the democrats could not follow their 
own judgment and policies without republican approval. 


President Wilson knowing that this agitation was then, as it is now 


purely political, absolutely ignored it. 
But it continued to grow. 
To 


convince the country that there was a general lack of efficiency, the war 
investigations were started at Washington 
and every effort was used 


to show up mistakes, defects, inefficiency and general: mismanagement. 


But despite a deep laid conspiracy all these attempts have failed, 


and Secretary Baker, when forced to it, has given a statement showing 
that his department has accomplished more than was ever attempted 
by any nation on earth in a like period. His critics are "impressed," 
they admit; but in reality they are confounded and routed in dismay. 


Chamberlain's lead on pretense of patriotic motives has been utterly 


discredited, and he should now apologize to Secretary Baker and the 
American people for sending out a false report calculated to shake pub- 
lic confidence in the management of the war department. 


Perhaps the worst feature of the whole affair was, that Secretary 


Baker was compelled by these coalitionists to lay hare praeticaUv the 
entire plans of the war department, t.hus giving the enemy information 
as to the number of troops now in France, the number to be there by 
next summer and the total to be sent this year if transportation be 
available. 


Thus has been given information to Germany by which she can plan 


to smk our transports. 
If any of the troop ships be sunk in crossing

Why should the men who bear the responsibility shift it to the shoulders 
of others. The men in charge at Washington arc not shirking- their duty.

Their achievements thus far 


have amply vindicated their judgment and 
capacity against all the

Dr. Charles [•:. Mongan of Somer- 


villc, widely known throughout tho 
state as a a indent of social problems 
correlated to the medical profession, 
was the speaker at tho quarterly meet- 
ing of the .Middlesex North District 
Medical association held last evenin 
at the Harrison ia hotel. Dr. M origan 
chose for 
his subject 
"Compulsory 
Health Insurance" and he gave the 25 
or so members present a lucid outline 
of the principal features o£ the legisla- 
tion which is proposed in Massachu- 
setts and which Is commonly known 
as the social insurance 
bill. 
The 
speaker showed just why the medical 
profession as a profession was op- 
posed to tho bill. 


After an excellent dinner had been 


enjoyed Dr. William P. Lawlcr, presi- 
dent of the society, called to order and 
said that the usual order ot business 
would be changed and that tho ad- 
dress of the evening would be heard 
before routine matters were taken up. 
He then introduced Dr. Mongan. The 
latter spoke in part as follows: 


"J feel a special pleasure in coming 


to Lowell for a sentimental 
reason. 


Nearly 100 years ago my ancestors 
lived in this section for a short time 
and were textile workers. I have al- 
ways been interested iu industrial cen- 
ters for that reason. 
"Your chairman has introduced me 


in rather flattering terras, I-am not 
an expert on the subject of compul- 
sory health insurance. I am merely a 
student and I fear that 1 still have a 
great deal to learn about it. It is a 
subject that 
medical man. 
the more one sees how it ramifies into 
almost every branch of our civiliza- 
tion. 
"As with any other subject it is .in- 
teresting to trace the origin of com- 
pulsory health insurance. The czar of 
Russia in 1807 issued an order that in 
every factory whore 100 people were 
employed there should be 
a 
doctor. 


This was the beginning and it came 
under on autocratic, tyrannical" gov- 
ernment which saw the expediency of 
tailing care of its people who 
oouid 


not take care of themselves. And ex- 
pediency has been the keyword in ev- 
ery introduction of this system of in- 
urance. 
"in 1SS3 compulsory health insur- 
ance ca.me to Germany. It was taken 
up by Bismarck. There- have been no 
soorhouses or slums in Germany and 
:he reason is that the German work- 
man is compelled to be Insured against 
sickness, invalidity, unemployment and 
old age. 
If you insuro a man against 
sickness, you must also insure 
him 


against invalidity, unemployment and 
old age. 
You can't have one without 
the others. The greatest 
authorities 


say so. So you doctors must consider

Jt is an indictment against 
the medical profession of this state. 


'By the terms of the bill, a man 


earning $1200 or less a year must be 
insured. That means that if you earn 
$1200 or less you are poor—not able 
to talte care o f y o nrsel f - Th e state 
will look after you.

brown-tail moth was first found in the 
United States in Somerville, Mass.. dur- 
ing the summer of 1897, and was un- 
doubtedly introduced several seasons 
before that time on imported nursery 
stock. 


The caterpillars of the gipsy moth 


rr-ay be spread for limited distances by 
carriage on moving objects, 
such 
as 


trains, horse-drawn vehicles, or auto- 
mobiles. For this reason, it is partic- 
ularly important to keep roadways free 
from severe infestation. 


'Ess clusters of the gipsy moth may 


be carried Ions distances on shipments 


of trees, lumber, stone or othor prod- 
ucts. 


Gipsy moth caterpillars have 
been 


carried more than 20 miles by the wind. 
This wind spread occurs when the tem- 
perature in abovn' 65 degrees F., so tha« 
the young worms are active and mov. 
ing around in the trees, and when tin 
velocity of the wind Is eight miles of 
more per hour.

The food plants most favored by the 


gipsy moth are the apple, the different 
species of oak. gray birch, alder an! 
willow, though in cases of 
heavy In- 


festation the insect will injure to some 
extent nearly all deciduous trees ei- 
cept ash,

appeasing cattle hunger.

mayors of leading German cities was 
held to declare war on the cow beet 
and erect barricades against its re- 
turn.

The cow boet, it seems, was put Into 


Ihe soil unobtrusively, and in secluded 
sections of tho empire, by order of th" 
food directors, when it became appar- 
ent that the potato crop would not b* 
sufficient' to last through the winter 
of 1916.' The mayors 
demanded to 


know whether any such action haxl 
been found necessary in 1917. 


They declared most positively that 


their people-, would have no more of 
the cow beet It would be better, said 
they, to restrict further the, potato

should the potato supply fail toward 
the end of the winter. 
Further, said 


the mayors, it was common talk that 
the aristocratic 
agrarians, or land- 


owners, were feeding potatoes to their 
pigs. If that were so, how could the 
potato supply last? 
The mayors w«re assured that the 


potato crop would prove ample for the 
year, and the report about the agra- 
rians was denied. 
The cow beet, the 


mayors were tokl. was off 'no menu 
for good. The mayors adjourned and 
went home satisfied.

The war savings plan has been 60 
generally discusses in the daily press 
and other periodicals during the pasl 
few weeks that you are doubtless ac- 
quainted with its meritorious features. 
In brief it may be said that the gov- 


I eminent seeks to float a short 
term 
loan maturing Jcnuary 1, 1923. To do 
this the war savings plan has been de- 
vised. It enables thn adult and 
juve- 
nile parts of the nation that were un- 
able to participate in the recent Liber- 
ty loans to aid the government 
ac- 
cording1-to their means-in meeting the 
stupendous financial obligations of the 
war. The plan makes possible the in- 
vestments of amounts as small as 85 
cents. It would thus seem that very 
few. are so circumstanced as to be un- 
able to join with the host of men and 
women, boys and'girls throughout the 
land who are now patriotically invest- 
ing their Email savings in these 
stamps. 
The war savings p!an because of its 
patriotic features is an especially pop- 
ular medium through which the boys 
and eirls in our schools can render to 
the government 
efficient assistance 
during these critical times. In an ad- 
Joining city where the population is 
considerably less than onrs the sales of 
stamps in the schools amounted 
to 
514,000. Judging by the past achieve- 
ments of the Lowell. schools in other 
national undertakings, they should do 
as well, and can do more. 
The national war savings committee 
looks very hopefully to the schools to 
manifest a hearty interest in the mat- 
ter. 
This no doubt can be 
brought 
about by the earnest leadership of the 
school authorities and a frequent ex- 
planation of the war savings plan and 
the ends for which it has been estab- 
lished. 
In your consideration of the 
matter I beg you to consider very se- 
riously the excellent', opportunity 
the 
occasion affords to inculcate upon the 
:youth of our city the grave and valu- 
able lessons of patriotism and thrift. 
All other "activities are more or less 
secondary at this time in comparison 
with the imperative necessity of lend-

For 
after all th* winning of the war has 
now become our greatest task, and as 
an eminent entente statesman has said 
"The war will be won by a silver bul- 
let." 
The boys and girls who purchase 


thrift stamps, be their purchases small 
or largs, acquire thereby a patriotic 
stake in the war; thus the ties tiiat 
bind them to their country are made 
firmer, and they receive an abiding 
and quickening: lesson in patriotism at 
a time when they are most susceptible 
to ennobling' influences. 
It should be 
borne in mind that the result of the 
war affects them even in a greater de- 
gree than it does their elders, for they 
will be the men and women who will 
rule tho 
nation 
vrhen 
the present 
troubles have passed. 


The war savings plan supplements 
the splendid g'ospel of thrift so 
well 
preached in our schools. It is the no- 
blest form of savings we as a nation 
have ever been called upon to practice. 
Our savings in normal times are 
di- 


rected most frequently to 
personal 
ends. By participating in the present 
war savings plan we save not only for 
ourselves, we save to help our coun- 
try. 


I am sure it will meet the wishes of 
every patriotic citizen in Ijowell if ac- 
tion . be taken at your ne^t meeting to 
bring about tha active co-operation of 
our schools in this most worthy enter- 
prise.

The first step in this plague of national politics was the dernan 


that President Wilson put Col. Roosevelt in charge of a fighting force 
on the western battlefront. 
Roosevelt never had any military train 


' ing to fit him for the position, and his chief achievement as a soldier 


consisted in firing a lew revolver shots at fleeing Spaniards at th 
battle of San Juan Hill in Cuba. 
As president he did nothing to 


, strengthen our military defenses -and turned a deaf ear to the appeals 


o£ Admiral Dewey and the army general staff for transports that rnigh 
be used as naval auxiliaries in. time of war. Roosevelt's well known 
propensity for brag and bluster and for what is commonly known as 
'•unlimited gall" would make his presence in any military force a source 
of disorder wholly destructive of discipline without which armies can 
accomplish but little. 
He displayed this spirit of insubordination in 


Cuba when he signed a "round robin" to the commanding authorities 
protesting against • alleged conditions which may or may not have existed, 


This public disturber is the man the republicans felt should be given 


<.' leading part in directing our military operations to the exclusion of 
men who have been under scientific training in military tactics all their 
lues. President Wilson wisely declined to give Koosevelt a commission 
end loud and bitter have been the howls of the tatter's political adherents 
as a result. 
As a means of extending his influence, Roosevelt himself 


gave up his hunting erpeditionS to the wilds of foreign countries, and 
assumed the editorial leadership of the Kansas City Star. In that role 
lie has bitterly assailed the administration for alleged inefficiency. 
By 


innuendo he attacked the president; but bis onslaughts on the heads of 
the war and navy departments were full of vindictiveness and in most 
cases without any justification whatever, 


Roosevelt's utterances were taken up by other shoating republican 


editors throughout the country and reiterated ad nauseam as if original 
with themselves. 
Thus was the rank and file of the party, the people 


vho in the past had looked to the republican press for guidance and 
leadership, been completely deceived by the new coalition camouflage. 


Baker was a misfit, Daniels a nonentity and the war and pavj- depart- 


were going to the dogs according to these critics. 
Their great 


panacea for this "official breakdown" in the management of pur war 
operations was a coalition cabinet, that is a cabinet made up of men 
of both political parties, so that the democrats could not follow their 
own judgment and policies without republican approval.

Dr. Charles E. Mongan of Somer- 


ville, widely known throughout the 
state as a student of social problems 
correlated to the medical profession, 
was the speaker a.t the quarterly meet- 
ing of the Middlesex North District 
Medical association held last evening 
at the Harrisonia hotel. Dr. Mongan 
chose for his subject "Compulsory 
Health Insurance" and he gave the 25 
or so members present a lucid outline 
of the principal features of the legisla- 
tion which is proposed hi Massachu- 
setts and which is commonly known 
as the social insurance 
bill. 
The 
speaker showed jast why the medical 
profession as a profession was op- 
posed to the bill. 
After an excellent dinner had been 


enjoyed Dr. William P. Lawler, presi- 
dent of the society, called to order and 
said that the usual order of business 
would be changed and that the ad- 
dress of the evening would be heard 
before routine matters were taken up. 
He then introduced Dr. Mongan. The 
latter spoke In part as follows: 


"I feel a special pleasure in coming 


to Lowell for a sentimental 
reason. 
Nearly 100 years ago my ancestors 
lived in this section for a short time 
and were textile workers. I have al- 
ways been interested in industrial cen- 
ters for that reason. 
"Jour chairman has introduced me 


in rather flattering terms. I am not 
an export on, the subject of compul- 
sory health insurance. I am merely a 
student and 1 fear that I still have a 
great deal to learn about it. It is a 
subject that 
concerns 
deeply every 


medical mail. Tho more one studies, 
the more one sees how it ramifies into 
almost every branch ot our civiliza- 
tion. 
"As with any other subject it is in- 
teresting to trace the origin of com- 
pulsory health insurance. The czar of 
Russia in 1807 issued an order that in 
every factory where 100 people were 
employed thero should be a 
doctor. 


This was the beginning and it came 
under ah autocratic, tyrannical gov- 
ernment which saw the expediency of 
taking: care of its people who 
could 


not take care of themselves. And ex- 
pediency lias been the keyword in ev- 
ery introduction of this system ot in- 
surance. 
'In 1883 compulsory health insur- 


ance came to Germany. It was taken 
up by Bismarck. There have been no 
poorhouses or slums in Germany and 
the reason is that the German work- 
man is compelled to be insured against 
sickness, invalidity, uneraploymeut.and 
old age. If you insure a man against 
sickness, you must also insure 
him 
aguinst invalidity, unemployment and 
old age. You can't have one without 
the others. The greatest 
authorities 


say so. So you doctors must consider 
health as only the first step in this 
great fabric. 
"Lloyd George is one of the greatest 


exponents of health insurance. If you 
could see the conditions of the. work - 
ingman over in England, you would 
realize that he needed something to 
look alter him. 
"i'ou tell the boy in school in this 


country that he has an opportunity ot 
becoming president 
of 
the 
United 
States. That is a potentiality for ev- 
ery American boy. Did anyone ever 
toll a German boy that he might be- 
come tho kaiser?

Then we are asked in 


this country to take over a system of 
compulsory health insurance such as 
s existent in a country like Germany. 


"Who is it that asks for compulsory 


health insurance in the United States? 
An international organization with the 
high sounding name of the 
American 


Association for Labor Legislation. It 
has branches in 16 different countries. 
Its object is supposed to be the stan- 
dardization of all labor legislation in 
all these countries. 
"Over in Germany and other coun- 
tries where this insurance is in force, 
it takes longer to cure a broken collar- 
bone than it does in this country. A 
man who is in a sanatorium is not 
anxious to go out in a hurry. 


"Why should this legislation be in- 
troduced in Massachusetts? Accord- 
ing to the wording of the law, it is 
because you doctors have not 
done 


your duty. It is an indictment against 
the medical profession of this state. 


'By the terms of the bill, a man 
eamoig $1200 or less a year must be 
insured. That means that if you earn 
$1200 or less you are poor—not able 
to tales care of yourself- The state 
will look after you. Thia is the height 
of class legislation." 
. Dr. Mongan then went into detail 
concerning the officers who would ad- 
minister the new ruling and showed 
that a commission of 
five members 


would have control over a million peo- 
ple. 
In the matter of financing the 


project the speaker said that 
there 


would 
be 
abundant opportunity for 


malingering. The state would pay 20 
per cent. o£ the expense, the employe 
40 and the employer 40. Each would 
want to have a say as to the disposi- 
tion of the funds. 
In conclusion Dr. Mongan said: "The 


practice of medicine is going through 
a crisis. This legislation is revolu- 
tionary. You have entered the prac- 
tice of your profession under certain 
condition and now it is proposed to 
change these conditions. The profes- 
sion is always ready to accept any 
plan which will benefit a majority of 
people but compulsory health insur- 
ance does not solve the problem. Tho 
real solution is that the state should 
take over the education of medical mar, 
just as she has taken over the training 
of men for the army and navy a/id the 
teaching profession." 


At the conclusion of his address Dr. 


Mongan was given a rising vote of 
thanks. 
Resolutions extending sympathy to 


the family of the late Dr. William H. 
Lathrop and expressing the apprecia- 
tion of'the- members of the society for 
his abiity as a medical man and his 
worth as a citizen were read and ap- 
proved. 
A committee of five to nominate offi- 


cers for the ensuing year "was appoint- 
ed by the uhair. Dr. Marshall L. Ai- 
ling spoke of the work being done in 
the medical laboratory at city hall and 


j recommended that a technician be ap- 


i pointed by Mayor Thompson to serve 
\ full time at the laboratory. It was so 
voted. 
It "was also voted to request the ma- 


vor to increase the salaries of tlio dis- 
trict physicians. 
It. was stated that 


the salaries of those men had been 
raised only twice in tho last 20 years. 
They now receive J260 K year. 
Tho meeting was adjourned shortly 


after 3.15.

There is no wool shortage. 


The' National Association of Wool- 


growers in convention here have so 
declared. 


And they branded many of the man- 


ufacturers of soldiers' 
and 
civilian 


garments, who are howling "shortage" 
as wolves in sheep's clothing. 


To scatter this pack, to keep down 


prices and to check the use of shoddy, 
they urge that every farmer in the 
United States raise a band of sheep. 


This, together with the elimination 


of many of the middlemen between the 
fleece and the "fleeced," would mate- 
rially slice down the present high cost 
of clothes. 
There is enough wool in the United 
States, including tiie expected spring 
clip, to supply the manufacturers for 
the next two years, according to the 
men who attended the national con- 
ference. 


And a liberal application o£ Rabelias' 


phrase, "to return to our muttons," 
would go a long way toward winning 
the war and toward relieving domestic 
stress. 
"It is every fanner's duty," urges 


Frank J. Hagenburth, president of the 
National Association 0£ Woolgrowers, 
to raise a smaJl nock of sheep, for 
the national as -Well as his own good. 


'With a properly applied system, 


the farmer could soon learn to care 
for his flock scientifically, and in a 
short time the supply of wool from 
this source would materially augment 


that now available for the government 


"On most farms there is land that 


is suitable only for sheep, and this 
land should by all means be utilized 
in the present serious situation." 
Th« woolgrow«rs expressed the be- 


lief that this farmers' supply might in 
time be developed to such proportions 
as to meet the normal civilian lamb 
and mutton demand, leaving the big 
growers to supply the government, the 
allies and the needs of the larger con- 
cerns. 
The first general educational scneme, 
it is suggested, might be conducted in 
co-operation between farmers and the 
county farm advisers scattered over 
the nation. 
Use of 
shoddy in manufacture ot 


clothes is not warranted, says Dr. S. 
W. McClure, secretary of the associa- 
tion. 
"There is no excuse for U," he majn- 


tains, "nor is there a visible reason 
for the present excessive prices of 
civilian clothes. 


"But 
if the government intends to 


permit the use of shoddy it should 
compel the use of a brand to indicate 
what proportion any garment contains 
The civilian, for instance, could then 
have the benefit of cheaper grades o 
apparel without having to pay all woo 
prices lor an inferior article. 
With production extended to pra/cti- 


cally every farm ra the United States 
and regulation of the middlemen, there 
should be no danger of shortage or 
pretext for the excessive "shortage' 
prices of woolen goods for either the 
American soldier or civilian.

Onions showed the 
greatest decrease, 14 per cent, bread, 
potatoes, sugar, pork chops, flour anil 
prunes being other* foods selling at 
lower prices. Cheese, corn meal ami 
coffee remained stationary. 


In the year from December, 191G, to 


December, 1917, prices of food as a 
whole advanced 24 per cen t. Pota- 
toes and onions were the only articles 
showing a decline. 


Interpreted in dollars the food that 
cost $1 in 1916 cost $1.29 in 1917. The 
same food could be bought for 72 centa 
in 1907, 82 cents in 1910, and 90 cents 
iii 3914. There was a decline to Sii 
cents in 1915. 
Since the beginning of 1917 retail 


prices have fluctuated at a relatively 
lower level than wholesale prices. 
Farm products and clothing reached 


their highest price in November, 39 per 
cent above the January price. Fuel,

Cow beets and straw bread—can yon 


imagine human beings keeping alive on 
such fare? 


Cow beet is American for mangel- 


wurzel. It is raised both in America 
and Germany as feed for pij?s. It Is a 
hardy vegetable, cordy and unpalata- 
ble, 
but more or less ricli in sugur, 


and. therefore, nutritive. 


Straw bread is made from a sort of 


flour or bran produced by grinding the 
dried stalks of wheat and rye. It is 
mixed with rye flour and tho combina- 
tion is most unpalatable although not 
entirely lacking in nutrition. 


The advent of the cow beet into 


the realm of human foods has given 
that lowly vegetable a prominence in 
German .politics that it could never 
have attained in a million years of 
appeasing cattle hunger. 


In December, 1317. a meeting of 40 


mayors of leading German cities was 
held to declare war on the cow beet 
and erect barricades against its re- 
turn. 


Tho German people grow bitter at 


the mere mention of tho cow beet 
In 


hato it ranks second only to England. 


The cow beet, it seems, Was put into 


tlie soil unobtrusively, and in secluded 
sections, of the empire, .l>y order .of tho 
food directors, when it became appar- 
ent that the potato crop would not b« 
sufficient to last through the winter 
o£ 101C.
